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BOARD OF DIRECTORS: WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 
By Mary Leeuw — St. Petersburg 


Once the glow of satisfaction over re- 
ceiving the honor subsides, you should 
know two things about being a director 
of a corporation. (Even FUN is con- 
sidered a business.) 

Under the model code drafted and 
regularly revised by the American Bar 
Association (ABA), the responsibilities 
you assume are serious. You might even 
find yourself involved in internal squab- 
bles over the corporation’s publicity 
operations or just plain — you name it! 

Overall, it’s a tough job that in our 
case carries no compensation to justify 
the work involved. And if you try to use 
the association to generate some busi- 
ness for your own company, you meet 
conflict-of-interest charges . . . head on. 

If you serve as a director in a small, 
closely-held corporation — one in which 
no outsider (or member) might be hurt 
by corporate decisions — your job 
would be basically risk-free. However, 
such is not the case for those who seek 
office in our organization. Each and 
every one pays the same dues, unless 
one is a Life Member, and we all have 
only one big vote on the important 
issues that come before the general 
membership. 

Be he king or servant — one vote 
only. It’s the decisions that are made in 
the boardroom or meetings, which so 
few of the regular members seem to 
attend. Is it because they do not know 
that they may attend? (Only during exe- 
cutive sessions would they be barred 
from attending.) 

When you’re a director of a corpora- 
tion, you owe it to your primary re- 
sponsibility. Thus, whenver your own 
personal company could derive any 
benefit from your association, as a 
director you have a potential conflict of 
interest. In many states you are actually 
forbidden to vote on a matter that in- 
volves a conflict of interest. 

When a director, you have a duty to 
attend meetings of the board and of any 
committee to which you are assigned 
and to obtain information you need, so 
that you can vote intelligently, and to 
monitor all corporation actions. 


The reason for attending meetings is 
rather obvious: You can’t stay home 
and do your job. As long as you get ade- 
quate notice of when board and com- 
mittee meetings are held, you have few 
valid excuses for being absent. 

The duty to get adequate informa- 
tion is also important. As a director, 
you have the right to demand informa- 
tion about any aspect of the corpora- 
tion you must know to do your job well. 

Officers of the corporation must fur- 
nish this information, but that doesn’t 
mean that you can sit back and look no 
further. Under some conditions, you 
have the right and duty to seek outside 
help — from law firms, accounting 
firms, or even consulting other knowl- 
edgeable persons. 

You may even want to contact ap- 
propriate trade associations for their 
publications and postures. In essence, 
you must be informed. Financial state- 
ments you receive about the internal 
situation must be accurate and written 
in a language you can understand. 

One ABA report suggests that if you 


don’t get this information, you should — 


consider resigning, but that skirts the 
issue. As a director you have the right to 


get information; if you don’t get it, you 


can demand that the executive respons- 
ible gets the axe. 


The decision to seek or accept the — 
director’s position should not be taken — 


lightly (such as the ability to wear an 
orange jacket furnished by FUN, free to 
all — but only one — myself, who paid 
for it personally). Once taken, the 
weight and power of the position should 
be used not for personal gain, but for 
the betterment of the organization as 
a whole. 

In this regard you should try to 
monitor what the corporation is doing, 
internally and externally, as thoroughly 
as possible. As a director you are 
charged with representing the members 
as a group — which means you have to 
learn and know what each member 
would want to know about conservation 
of assets, short and long range plans, fis-

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THE ANA SUMMER SEMINARS: 
LEARNING AND FUN! 


By Sutton L. O’Neal 


For anyone interested in broadening 
his or her knowledge of Numismatics, 
the American Numismatic Association’s 
(ANA) Summer Seminars are well worth 
the time and effort. I attended the 
Grading Seminar in 1980 and the 
Counterfeit Detection Seminar in 1981. 
Both sessions were held in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, site of the ANA 
headquarters. Classes met on the beauti- 
ful campus of Colorado College, with 
Pike’s Peak always visible on the west- 
ern skyline. 

The Grading Seminar was taught by 
ANACS senior authenticator and grader, 
Tom DeLorey, Red Book editor, Ken 
Bressett, and noted numismatist, Bill 
Fivaz. Introductory remarks made by 
the instructors emphasized that the 
Grading classes would not be a “cook- 
book” course on grading, with rules for 
determining how many nicks Imm long 
and %mm wide make a coin an MS 63 
instead of an MS 65. Rather, the 


seminar was to be a general course on 
the techniques of grading, teaching stu- 
dents HOW TO LEARN how to grade 
coins. In addition to the preliminary dis- 
cussion of grading, insights were given 
into the proper lighting and magnifica- 
tion techniques for accurate grading. A 
review of the evolution of numismatic 
grading systems from past to present 
provided a valuable perspective on to- 
day’s grading methods and the problems 
associated with them. Classwork began 
in earnest with the showing of slides 
illustrating the grades of coins. The Offi- 
cial ANA Grading Guide was used as the 
basis of the course. A broad range of 
coins was covered as students viewed 
slides showing the various stages of wear 
which place a coin in a specific grade.

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could match your grading against that 
of the ANA. Not only was it possible to 
sharpen your own grading skills, but one 
also had the opportunity to get an over- 
all view of how the ANA is grading 
coins and the standards that they use. 
Needless to say, the week was very im- 
portant in acquiring skill in the most 
crucial aspect of numismatics — grading. 

The beginning class of Detection of 
Counterfeit and Altered Coins was 
taught at Colorado Springs by ANACS’ 
Ed Fleishman. It is impossible to over- 
state the importance of this class, 
because we all know the increasing 
occurrence of counterfeit and altered 
coins, and we fear the financial conse- 
quences of buying them. 

Classwork in the Seminar began im- 
mediately with — slides _ illustrating 
counterfeit and altered coins. Diagnostic 
die marks and other characteristics were 
shown which help distinguish between a 
real and a fake coin. Copper and silver 


coinage (including commemoratives) 
and many more series of coins were re- 
viewed. Considerable emphasis was 


placed on demonstrating where the first 
signs of wear show up on a coin, which 
was very helpful in learning how to dis- 
tinguish between a higher grade of XF, 
AU and BU. 

Anyone who wonders what a “‘slider”’ 
is can learn once and for all hew to 
identify one at the Grading Seminar. 
After a couple of days of slides and a 
highly interesting trip to the Denver 
Mint, the class went to the laboratory 
for the actual “hands on’ grading of 
coins. Here a coin was given to you for 
your opinion of its grade, and then you 


Buying? 
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was covered extensively, and gold coins 
were, of course, discussed in depth. 
Most of the students in the class took 
lengthy and detailed notes which will 
serve as an important source of refer- 
ence for years to come. After viewing 
many slides .of both genuine and 
counterfeit coins, one began to develop 
a “sixth sense’? for what to look for in 
spotting fake coins. This intuition was 
put to the test when students moved 
into the laboratory with stereo micro- 
scopes and began examining actual coins. 
Without knowing beforehand, one had 
to decide whether a coin was genuine or 
counterfeit, using the information 
gained in the previous day’s classwork. 
Talk about putting knowledge into 
practice! Some of the counterfeits and 
alterations were so good it was awe- 
inspiring; it was these _ excellent 
examples of the counterfeiter’s art 
which underscored the importance of 
the class. 

The last day of class was spent re- 
viewing slides, updating and _ revising 
notes, and tying together loose ends. 
The students agreed that the Counter- 
feit Detection Seminar gave valuable 
knowledge and experience difficult, if 
not impossible, to gain anywhere else. 

Even though most of the emphasis is 
on learning, another benefit of the ANA 
Seminars is getting to spend a week in 
Colorado Springs. As mentioned pre- 
viously, Pike’s Peak and the Rocky 
Mountains set the scene. . The 
countryside is beautiful! The weather is 
delightful! Colorado Springs offers ex-

MYSTIC COIN POWER 


By R. Winston Harris 


Afraid of witches and werewolves? 
Take your most prized silver coin and 
bend it. Then drill a hole through it and 
wear it on a chain around your neck or 
ankle. There, you can relax, knowing 
you are perfectly safe . . . protected 
from witches, vampires and werewolves. 

So goes just one myth about talisman 
coins and their power to repel evil. The 
bend in the coin will reject witch spells. 
Its silver content will ward off were- 
wolves and vampires. 

Belief in the mystic powers of coins 
is widespread. Some superstititions have 
been spawned from the ordinary prac- 
tices of popular religions. Others are 
rooted in the black arts or occult reli- 
gion, witchcraft. Still more can be 
traced to the superstititions of 14th 
century European gypsies. 

One of the most common beliefs 
about coins concerns their ‘“‘wishing 
power.” Many people toss coins into 
wishing wells or public fountains in the 
hope that the act will bring them health 
or wealth. This custom probably started 
at healing wells, shrines or springs, 
where the desire for good health was the 
preoccupation of the ‘‘well-wisher.”’ The 
donation of one’s coins was an easy way 
to leave a memento of oneself at the 
healing site. 

Variations of this custom include 
dropping a coin in a well in the hope 
that the coin will guarantee one’s return 
to that spot at a future time. But, regard- 
less of the precise origin of this custom, 
we all know wishing wells do bring 
money to their owners. 
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COINVERSATIONS 


Numbers on coins sometimes are 
thought to have special powers, too. 
The number ‘‘3”’ is believed to be parti- 
cularly potent. Christians generally re- 
cognize ‘*3’’ as representing the Holy 
Trinity, Three Persons in One God. 
Witches and sorcerers have attached 
similar significance to this number. In 
the 19th century they often used silver 
British 3-pence coins and U.S. 3-cent 
silver coins in their rituals. That’s ope 
reason why so many of these coins are 
found in bent condition today. Some 
collectors even refer to bent coins as 
“witch pieces.” 

One witch ritual supposed to bring 
you money is: “Take five pennies (four 
old, one new) into the woods at night 
and bury them beneath an evergreen 
tree.” 

Got a few tired, old 19th century 
cents and a 20th century penny you no 
longer need? Perhaps it’s time to give 
them a wooded resting place. Just be 
sure you pick a spot today’s treasure 
hunters are not likely to check out with 
their metal detectors. 

Coins also are placed in wedding and 
birthday cakes in the superstition that 
the person getting a slice with a coin in 
it will gain wealth. (A broken tooth may 
be more likely, though!) 

Finding coins is assumed to bring 
good luck. And, in furtherance of that 
belief, putting the found coin in your 
shoe is assumed to multiply your future 
good fortune, too. 

I’ve also heard that finding pennies 
can bring “bad luck.” I suppose that de- 
pends on the dates and mints on the 
coins. Finding a 1914-D Lincoln cent or 
1925 Canadian small cent cannot be 
called “bad luck” in my view. 
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Want to contact George Washington 
or King George V for a historical re- 
view? Place coins with their images in 
the center of your dining room seance 
table. One myth promises that one of 
the Georges will join your gathering. 

Dairy farmers can speed their butter- 
making processes, too. If you’ve some 
milk that is difficult to churn, just toss a 
silver coin into it and the problem is 
solved. (No guarantee about the purity 
of the churned butter, of course!) 

To learn more about coin usage for 
the occult, I asked the only avowed 
witch I’ve met about these practices. 
She’s a young, attractive lady who 
always wears black, and her office is 
filled with wax dolls and unusual herbs. 
My witch friend told me of a ritual for 
unfaithful persons who want to hide 
their improper activities from their 
spouses. The unfaithful person should 
place in wine two coins used to close a 
dead person’s eyes. Supposedly, when 
the wronged spouse drinks it, he or she 
will be unable to observe their mate’s 
improper conduct. If that doesn’t work, 
watch out! The adulterer may wish

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EVERYTHING I SHOULD HAVE KNOWN 
ABOUT BUYING COINS

Looking back, I think I’ve had a love 
affair with coins — specifically, silver 
dollars — since childhood. Yet it was 
almost 30 years from the time I received 
my first until I acquired a single addi- 
tional specimen. 

My first dollars — about 20 of them 
— were given to me by my grandfather. 
He got them from the cashier at the 
local bank, and while all were well worn 
they were still impressive to a 10-year- 
old. I have sometimes wondered why I 
did not become a collector at that time. 
Imagine what an accumulation of 
superb dollars could have been put to- 
gether in 1950. At face value! 

Needless to say, I didn’t do it. In 
fact, for the next 28 years, I seldom 
gave silver dollars a second thought. 

That’s not to say I had no interest in 
coins. I did. I frequently saved my 
pocket change for months at a time, and 
then spent it as soon as I had enough to 
buy something I wanted. I never real- 
ized it was the coins themselves which 
interested me and, thus, I never made 
the transition from saving to collecting. 

That is, not until about three years 
ago, in January 1978. It was then that 
two events occurred which resulted in 
my becoming an avid collector, a status 
which would bring me some pleasure 
the next two years and, as we shall see, 
considerable frustration and disappoint- 
ment. 

To begin with, I had been tossing my 
change into a plastic bucket for well 
over a year. About the time I hit the 
$400 mark, I wandered into a news- 
stand at lunchtime and purchased a coin 
magazine. I’m not sure why; it just 
looked interesting. I guess it was, be- 
cause a few days later, I visited a coin 
shop near where I work. As I looked at 
the displays of those 100-year-old coins 
in “new” condition, I began to marvel 
at the sense of history they represented. 
I was awed by the very fact they still 
existed. How had they survived? Who 
had owned them? And not just that, 


they were exquisitely beautiful. I began 
to feel an overwhelming urge to own 
these fragile creations. It was as if I had 
discovered something I had wanted to 
do for many years, but had never been 
able to identify it. Then I saw the silver 
dollars, and I remembered the ones my 
grandfather had given me. I knew at 
once that was the coin that meant the 
most to me, and that would be the coin 
I would collect. And I would do it now! 

Thus did I enter the world of Numis- 
matics. A novice in the strictest sense of 
the word, and soon parted from my 
money. From that point in 1978 and 
continuing for the better part of two 
years, I spent my $400 (and consider- 
ably more) and, while so doing, made 
every collector mistake in the book. 

Of the fifty or so dollars I bought in 
1978, I have perhaps fifteen remaining 
in my collection. Considering my nai- 
vete, I’m surprised I did so well. 

Gradually, very gradually, I calmed 
down, became more selective, and began 
to avoid those “‘great buys”’ my develop- 
ing knowledge warned me against. And 
I was acquiring a knowledge of coin 
dealers. By late 1979, I had a short list 
of those I believed I could trust, and a 
long list of those I knew I couldn’t. 

As the new decade began, I realized 
that I was becoming more adept. I had a 
sense that I knew what I was looking for 
and I was willing to take my time and 
search out just the right coins. I made 
fewer and fewer purchases that I subse- 
quently regretted. In short, I was at last 
learning how to buy coins. 

Today, three long, expensive years 
later, I am proud of my dollar collec- 
tion. I believe each coin will make 
money for me, if I ever choose to sell. 

But getting there! Getting there was 
tough. If, as they say, I could only start 
over. Well, I can’t, and I think that’s 
why I decided to write this article. I be- 
lieve I can help you and other collectors 
avoid the mistakes I made, and that in 
itself will give me a great deal of satis- 
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faction. 

The key to success is to make every 
purchase a wise one. That’s obvious, 
but it’s not nearly as simple as it sounds. 
The purpose of this writing is to teach 
you how to do it. Let me begin with an 
example of just how important that 
really is. 

In February 1978, I ordered an 1881 
Morgan for $15. It was advertised as a 
gem coin. The price seemed right, and 
when I received it, I thought it was a 
beautiful coin. At the time I ordered 
that dollar, another dealer (from whom 
_ I subsequently made regular purchases) 
had the same coin advertised for $22. 
Why, I reasoned, should I pay such a 
premium for the second coin? Both 
were said to have full mint luster, great 
strike, and minimum bagmarks. Why 
spend the extra money? 

I thought I was being a shrewd buyer, 
but for a number of reasons I wasn’t. 
For one thing, I made the mistake of 
assuming that a coin advertised as a gem 
is going to be a gem, regardless of the 
dealer and, based on that assumption, I 
thought I could safely shop prices. Then, 
when I received the coin, I didn’t know 
enough to tell whether or not it was 
what I had ordered. And not only that, 
I didn’t have the good sense to try to 
verify the condition of the coin. 

You can guess the rest of the story. 
I eventually learned that 1881 was 
slightly circulated, and I sold it for $10. 
Of course, I lost far more than $5. To- 
day, an 1881 Morgan in gem condition 
costs about $250. Had I made a wise 
purchase to begin with, I would still 
have that coin, and it would already be 
of great value. 

As it happened, I later purchased an 
1881 in the condition I wanted, but for 
far more than $15, or even $22, and it is 
a beauty — really. But I never look at it, 
or many of my other coins, without 
thinking about what could have been. 

I hope you’ll take that example to 
heart. It happened to me, many times. 
And if you are not very careful, it will 
happen to you. 

Now, let’s get to the task at hand. 

I am going to assume you are in 

Stmewhat the same situation I was. You 
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have a little money put back and you’ve 
become interested in collecting coins for 
their beauty and as an investment. You 
have no truly knowledgeable coin 
collectors among your friends. You may 
have gone so far as to visit a coin shop 
and read some numismatic publications. 
You’re eager to buy some coins, right? 
Well, don’t! 


RULE NO. 1: 
Don’t Buy Any Coins For 60 Days 


Not waiting until I had some notion 
of what I was doing was, no doubt, the 
most expensive mistake I made. Even 
though I knew I wanted to collect un- 
circulated silver dollars in the finest con- 
dition, I knew nothing about how to do 
it correctly. I did it anyway, of course, 
and you know the result. 

So, please control your urge to spend 
your money. Don’t begin buying until 
you have a feel for what it’s all about. If 
you wait sixty days before you make 
your first purchase and in the meantime 
do what I suggest, youll be very glad 
you did. 


RULE NO. 2: 
Subscribe to Coin World and/or 
Numismatic News 


These are both excellent publications 
from the standpoint of providing numis- 
matic information to their readers. But 
that’s only part of the reason for read- 
ing them at this time. I want you also to 
make a study of the ads that appear in 
them. I want you to become familiar 
with the firms that advertise, how they 
describe their coins, their guarantees, 
their auction activity, how long they’ve 
been in business, the shows they attend, 
and whatever else they choose to tell 
you about themselves. 

There are a couple of good reasons 
for this. First, I want you to become 
aware of the firms offering the most 
services to collectors (such as free lay- 
away, monthly catalogs, want-list ser- 
vice, buy-back guarantees, return privi- 
leges, individual counseling, toll-free 
numbers, postpaid orders, etc.). Second, 
I want you to notice that every coin 
dealer offers the finest material, at the

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most reasonable price, graded by the 
most conservative standards in the in- 
dustry. And from that I want you to 
develop a healthy skepticism about coin 
dealers in general. It will serve you well. 


RULE NO. 3: 
Find Out What You Want To Buy 


You know you want to become a 
coin collector, but do you know which 
type is right for you? Is it silver dollars, 
like me? Franklin halves? Lincoln cents? 
And in what condition? Will only 
superb specimens satisfy you, or can 
you be happy with some coins that have 
made a few purchases in their time? 

The first step for you to take is to 
buy the Red Book, properly known as 
A Guide Book of United States Coins, 
by R. S. Yeoman. A current edition (it 
is updated annually) will cost no more 
than $5, and it is readily available at 
coin shops and through the mail. 

The Red Book contains a storehouse 
of interesting historical information 
about all U.S. coins. And not just the 
“history” history, but currently useful 
facts, such as mintage figures (how 
many were produced), the approximate 
value of each coin in various grades, and 
coin grading terminology. 

Spend a few serious evenings with 
this book and see if a coin or two 
doesn’t begin to catch your fancy. 

Then go back to one of those coin 
shops you visited (without your money) 
and look at those and other coins in dif- 
ferent grades and price ranges. And go 
to a coin show — just to browse and 
meet the dealers. Take your time. Ask 
questions. Then read some more. Before 
long, you’ll know which coins are for 
you. When that happens, you are ready 
to move ahead another step. 


RULE NO. 4: 
Buy Your Second Book 

You know the coin you want to col- 
lect. Now it’s time to learn all you can 
about it. 

One or more excellent books have 
en written about a number of U.S. 
C6n types. I suggest you ask a dealer for 
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his recommendation. (For reasons to be 
discussed later, this is the only time I’ll 
suggest that you rely on a single dealer’s 
judgment.) Once you have your book, 
READ IT VERY CAREFULLY, and 
then READ IT AGAIN! It contains in- 
formation essential to your numismatic 
pursuit, including such items as how to 
grade the coin (including variations of 
strike and luster among the different 
years and mints), availability, and rarity 
of specific dates and mintmarks in 
different grades, major varieties, detect- 
ing counterfeits, and much more. This 
will be time well spent, and you will 
find the book to be very rewarding read- 
ing. You’ll also find your coin’s history 
is quite interesting. I didn’t believe it 
either when I started collecting, but the 
story behind the coin is nearly as fas- 
cinating as the coin itself. 

Now, while I feel you can get by 
with reading just one specialized book 
at this point, don’t neglect your studies 
once you start buying. There may be 
several books dealing with your coin, 
and you should read them all. For in- 
stance, I’ve read five books about silver 
dollars and learned from each one. Un- 
fortunately, I didn’t read any of them 
until I had been buying dollars for well 
over a year. In addition, there is a new 
book recently available which will pro- 
vide you a superb general background in 
Numismatics. It is The History of 
United States Coinage as Illustrated by 
The Garrett Collection, by Q. David 
Bowers — and I highly recommend it. 

If there is no dealer in your area, 
you can locate your book by reading 
the ads in Coin World, Numismatic 
News, or other publications.

for his business. That day finally arrived 
in early 1980 when the building next 
door to the old, small shop was vacated, 
giving Robinson the opportunity to 
move into the nearly 6,000 square-foot 
building. 

After more than six months of nego- 
tiations with architects, suppliers and 
contractors, renovation of the “‘new” 
building began. Last November the first

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batch of concrete was poured in the re- 
inforced floor of the vault, the major 
project within the overall concept of 
Robinson’s plans. 

Proper curing of the concrete in the 
18-inch thick walls required several 
weeks, and it was well into December 
before the basic, unfinished vault was 
completed and the forms were removed. 
Installation of the 7,000-lbs., 12-inch 
thick, stainless steel door required 
another two days, and then the final 
finishing work was started on the vault 
and on the interior of the shop. 

Nearly six months later, Robinson 
and his staff of seven employees moved 
into the “‘new” shop. But even then 


‘final touches” were to be applied for 
two months. The outside of the new 
and old buildings (Robinson kept the 
old building for future expansion), has 
been covered in typical Florida fashion, 
with coquina (sea)shell embedded in a 
buff-colored plaster; and new display 
windows have been installed and a new, 
modern sign added. P 

One of the most striking features of 
the new shop is noticed upon entering: 
a medium brown-colored glazed tile — 
ordered especially for this shop — covers 
the first 150 square feet of the entry- 
way into the customer area. The balance 
of the customer area is covered with a 
dark blue carpet. A receptionist’s sta-

Figs. 10 & 11 illustrate this historic, 
short-lived series. Whatever production 
faults plagued the later Capped Bust 
coins, the Heraldic Eagle Halves had 
more than their share. Chart 3 covers 
these coins by date only, not variety. To 
give you an idea of the extent of these 
varieties, Al C. Overton, in the Ist edi- 
tion of his monumental work, Early 


Half Dollar Die Varieties (1967), lists 22 
varities for the 1807 half dollar, which 
only had a mintage of 301 ,000!! 

These coins were about 32.5mm in 
diameter and weighed 13.4g compared 
to 30.6mm and 12.44g for Seated 
Liberty Halves after 1853. (The Bust 
Halves were reduced to 30mm in 1836.)

Section 2. Section 812.051, Florida Sta- 
tutes, 1980 Supplement, is amended to read: 

812.051. Records required of junk dealers, 
scrap-metal processors, persons dealing in 
secondhand goods, and foundries; holding 
period for precious metals; prohibiting pre- 
cious metal purchases from minors. 

(1) Every junk dealer, scrap-metal pro- 
cessor, person dealing in secondhand goods, 
or foundry shall keep a record of purchases of 
all metals as defined in s. 812.049(3) and 
precious metals as defined in s. 812.049(4), 
which record shall contain: 

(a) The name and address of each person 
from whom the metals are purchased, in- 
cluding the signature of the person selling the 
same, together with the person’s driver’s 
license number or other identifying number. 

(b) The full name, residence address, home 
phone number, business phone number, place 
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of employment, age, race, and sex of each 
person from whom the precious metals are 
purchased, including the signature of the per- 
son selling the same, together with the per- 
son's driver’s license number and one other 
identifying number, and either a photograph 
or thumbprint of the seller. 

(c) A general description of the type of 
utility copper wire purchased, and a specific 
description of any item containing gold, 
silver, or platinum, which description shall be 
accurate and as reasonably complete as the 
nature of the item permits and shall make 
reference to any permanent marking on the 
item, including, but not limited to, brand, 
monogram, or hallmark. 

(d) The quantity of metals or precious 
metals purchased. 

(e) The date of the purchase. 

(2) The records shall at all times be subject 
to inspection by all law enforcement officers 
and shall be preserved for a period of 3 years 
after purchase. 

(3) The records of purchases of precious 
metals, utility copper wire, or railroad track 
and accessories shall be submitted to the 
sheriff of the county and the municipal police 
department of the municipality in which the 
business is operated within 24 hours after 
purchase. 

(4) The provisions of subsection (3) shall 
not apply to scrap-metal processors purchas- 
ing metals from governmental entities, public 
utility companies, or railroad companies or 
from dealers certifying in writing that a report 
for the metals being purchased has previously 
been filed as required by this act. 

(5) No articles containing precious metals 
shall be sold, melted, altered, or otherwise dis- 
posed of in any manner by any person dealing 
in secondhand goods until 15 days have 
elapsed from the time the sheriff of the 
county or the municpal law enforcement 
agency of the municipality in which the busi- 
ness is operated has had the records of pur- 
chase supplied to him as required by subsec- 
tion (3). Said articles may not be transferred 
to another county during said 15-day period. 
Said items shall be made available for inspec- 
tion by any law enforcement officer upon 
request. 

(6) It shall be unlawful for any person 
dealing in secondhand goods to knowingly 
buy, take, or receive by way of purchase or 
exchange any precious metals from any 
person under the age of 18 years. 

(7) The provisions of this section shall 
apply only to purchases of metals as defined 
in s. 812.049/3) and precious metals as de- 
fined in s. 812.049(4). However, the provi- 
sions of this section shall not apply to the 
purchase of any coin with an intrinsic value 
less than its numismatic value, or to the pur- 
chase of any gold bullion that has been 
assayed and is properly marked as to its 
weight and fineness, or to the purchase of any 
coin which is mounted in any jewelry setting.
